After all has been said, the blind teacher io likely to be 
successful who is able to live and work in such a way that hie sighted 
associates will not be conacious to any great extent of his disability. 


CHAPTER IIT 


SOME PRINGIPLES OF TEACHING | 


APPLICABLZ TO ALL PHASES OF THE WORK 


It is very necessary for the blind teacher, in the beginning 
of his work, to give careful attention to the mtins ak sound prin- 
ciples of teachinge He who is able to master such te amentale to 
an appreciable extent will have little difficulty in mastering special 
techniques made necessary “* physical disability. It is believed, 
therefore, that it is appropriate at this point in the study to call 
attention to a few of these principlese Many volumes dealing with 
this material have been written; and it is recommended that the 
reader extend his study far beyond this chapter. No more can be 
accomplished in one chapter than the mere pointing out of some im- 


portant principles. 
Firet Aim of Teaching the Building of Character 


Sub ject matter, from the point of view of true education, 
is only a means to an end, the end being the building of character, 
The effect of one's teaching upon the character and personality of 
the learner is of mach greater importance than the contribution 
that ies made to his store of knowledge. This philosophy makes great 
demands of the teacher; for if the goal of character building is to be 


achieved, the teaching met be of very high quality. The way in which 
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the subject matter is handled is of great importance, howevers 

ie : miata ie the sub foot te be taught, and the teaching fails to get 
results moeically, any eharacter enheaties qualities which it may have

Vueloal Hearing 


An absolute essential for the blind teacher of make is the 
ability te hear misie rather acutelys Thies is a function which mat 
be developed throughout the sourse of one's edueations Partioularly, 
in the case of the blind student should it be given moat careful 
attentions fhe student should be helped to realize ite importance, 
ao that he will do all within hie power to develop it in himselis 
The blind teacher of any phase of misio mist have his hearing de- 
veloped to the extent of «a proficient choral conductors Only the 
shoral conductor among sighted meicians mst rely wholly upon his 
hearing to determine whether the meic is being executed correctly. 


The hearing in the prospeetive blind teacher should be de- 
veloped to the extent that he is able to read a Braille score and 
know exaetly how the masic will sound before it io heard. This 
ability should extend even to misic of an unusual natures The ability 
to hear masic end write it down in Braille should be possessed to a 
aomowhat leaser degrees Furthermorey one should be so familiar 
with the atyles of such composers as Baghy Handel, Haydny Mosart,

The system of embossed writing and printing known as Braille

A very few Braille sheets may be fastened together with brass 
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round headed paper fasteners, or an Acco fastener without a covers 
or they my be made into a neat pamphlet held together by staples. 
If the outline of an address is written on 4 emall sheets, a back and 
front cover of the same paper may be added, making 6 sheets. Reverse 
the order of the 2 halves, placing pages 3 and 4, and the back cover 
on top, followed by the front covery and pages 1 and 2. Fasten the 
sheets with 2 staples in the left hand margin, and fold each half 


of the booklet on line with the staples. This will place the covers 


on the outeide, and the pages in correct numrical order. The sta- 
ples will be in the fold in the center of the booklet. Titles for 
alphabetical filing my be written on the left end of the front cover 
pages to be read from the left end, before the stapling is done. Ob- 
viously, all of the writing in such a booklet will be completed before 
the stapling is done. 

The use of 5 X 5 cards on a single brass paper fastener to 
permit the turning around of som of the cards will be found very 
advantageous. 

Braille my be used for mrking many articles of everyday 
uses For example, a single Braille dot may be placed in the upper 
right asi corner of a penny posteard near the stamp, so that the 
blind persen may know where to write the message and the address.

| Procedures to be "ollowed by the Blind Teacher 


There ive geveral procedures which should be followed by the 
blind teacher in order to achieve correct results. First of all, he 
should be sure that tho meaning of both the text and the msio of the 
material studied is clear to the student. Then, he should strive to 
create an atmosphore in which the student will be at ease. He should 
train himself very carefully to hear what is rights A thing cannot 
gound right and be very fer wronge However, further precautions will 
be found necessary. One should never expect problems to work them

selves outy many times, they do note It helps greatly to have a 
mirror in the studio so that the student may observe his own singing. 


singing teacher, regardless of his own proficieney at the plano,

favorably with that of the competent elghted teachers fhe blind 
tesoher mist never hesitate to have his work put to the test. He oust 


never lose sight of the fact that iuprovement is always possible. 


Stage Deportaant 


The blind teacher should have clearly in mind the accepted de-~ 
portaent of the singer while he is on the stage. Of great importance 
are such items as the manner in which he walks onto and off of the 
atage, the way in which he recognizes his audience when he receives ap- 
plause, and his sonduct in every way, including audiense contact, while 
he is singing. All of these things mast be worked out vory carefully 
with the sighted student. Although the blind teacher mast know in de- 
tail how to accomplish them himself, and how to explain them to others, 
he mst not rely solely upon having told the student about them Tell- 


dng ie not teachings Here again, the accompanist can be of great help; 


but the assistance of «a teasher of specoh and dramaticos should be pro-~ 
wided alaoe Problems which my arise are rathor unpredictable. There 
can be no sot formila of instruction, pa rules of conduct. fhe stadent 
frequently wakes undesirable movements of various types, or focuses the 
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the eyes in an unnatural manner. The only possible safeguard against 
such faults is to have a capable person observe the singer. There is 
no alternative but for the blind teacher to have sighted assistance, 

and his responsibility is to mke sure that the assistance is provided, 
and that it is competent.

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OHAPTiR X 
OTHER SUITABLE AREAS OF WORK 


There are several other areas in the field of misic education 
in which the blind teacher may work as effectively as in the ones 
already discussed. Most of the vital problems connected with them 
have already been covered in previous chapters. A few remain for 


discussion here, however. 1 
Organ 


In the main, the problems involved in the teaching of organ 
by a blind person are not too mich unlike those encountered in the 
teaching of plano. The problem of stage deportment differs in that 
in the playing of church services, there is no projection of the 
personality. In concert, the conduct of the organist is the same as 


that of the planiste 


The problem of hand position and fingering should have already 
been worked out with the student at the piano. If the foundation 


at the piano has been thorough, the problem is reduced at this point. 


There is, however, a problem peculiar to the organ, in connec- 


tion with the position of the body required for executing the pedaling. 


The correct position, as well as the proper pedal technique should 


be, demonstrated and explained by the teacher. This, together with

Administration presenta no problem peouliar to the blind, 
but the presente of blindnes@ would tend to enphasize ine ffisient 
adninistration on the part of a éepartaont heady or an adainlotreter 
in any other oapasiitys The blind person whose ordvile gs it is to head 
a dopartaont, or te aseunt administrative duties of any other kind, 
should propare himeel? ae thoroughly ae possible for his taglte 


| in most colleges the dean is responsible for co-ordinating 
all instruction, and the department head is reaponsible te him for the 
dotatle of his own, dopartaante Ag in teachings a mnifoatation 
of a great deal of interest in people, and of eae conaern for 
their wollfare will bd far toward solving @ great many of the problemss

department is to be dones To do ao would take away the initiative 

@f the individual teacherse It ia hie responsibility rather, to 

guide in the establishment of a situation in which everyone concerned 
ines de hie best worke Teachers who have established themselves by 
winning their tenure in the institution after several years of successq 
fal teaching, should have a great deal of freedom It is not necessary 
for beng work to be personally supervised and inspecteds Inefficient 
teaching on the part of a atatt member inevitably becomes coaon 
knowledge in an institutions 


The mental health of the teacher is a mtter to which both the 
administration and the department head should give very careful atten- 
tions The teacher has the right to believe that he ean fulfill 
his aiesion effectivelys By believing that he ie capable of accom 
plishing what he has undertaken, and by working diligently to that 
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ent be succesdes Mo should be protested from anything which would 
cause him to doubt himeelf, or to feel inferior. He should be helped 
to realize always, thet being human he has weaknesses that should be 

: etrengthened, and that he has within him the power to strengthen 
thane No excellent teacher will ever feel that he has fully attained, 
neither will he feo] that he cannot by diligent application of his 
powers draw nearer and nearer to his goals 


To the beginning teacher, the department head should be able 
to give both assistance and assurances ‘The beginn: 


ag, teacher should 


have closer supervision than the established teacher, both for his 
aseletance and hia protections Host institutions bave a probationary 
period through which the teacher mast pase before he is given temires 
Thaia period io moat important beth for the teacher and for tha inati« 
tutions In it, the eslection of the teacher is being completed, 


and he ie being induoted into the institutions ven during this | 


period, his initiative mist not be taken away from him, but he must 
receive all the aasistance possible, in the wisest manner poesible
